Ordinary Cameras 
Made First Movies 
40 Years Ago 


They Showed a Race Horse in . 
Action and Could Be Viewed 
by Only One Person at a Time. 


OW many film fans are 
H aware that today is the 
fortieth anniversary of 
photographic moving pictures? 
They originated May 18, 1878, on 
the Leland Stanford Race Track 
at Oakland, Cal. 

The photographer who made 
these first pictures of an object 
in motion was Edward Muy- 
bridge, but his finished product 
was entirely different from the 
compact roll of film which car- 
ries the screen picture of today. 
Film was then unknown. So was 
the movie camera. 

In order to obtain pictures 
which would show a race horse 
in motion Muybridge used a 
number of cameras ranged 
around the race track. Each 
camera photographed only one 
phase of the motion. Prints 
from these pictures were pieced 
together and placed on a moving 
belt. As this belt was moved 
past a slit in a piece of card-

ANOTHER PATIENCE WORTH 
STORY 


.UR industrious invisible author, 
O Patience Worth, through her 
am&nuensis, Mrs. Curran, 
gives us now in “Hope Trueblood,” a 
story that will be easier to read and 
enjoy than her former works. It is 
written in modern English, and is 
described as “A mid-Victorian novel 
by a pre-Victorian writer.”’ The 
scenes are in rural England, and the 
heroine, Hope Trueblood, is a young 
woman, born in an English village 
without the knowledge of a father, 
and suffering from the stigma of 
supposed illegitimacy. She is, as the 
villagers know her, “Sally True- 
blood’s brat,” brat being used con- 
temptuously. Sally Trueblood dies 
while the child is quite small and 
knows little but to play and,dream 
childish dreams. Sally dies in solitary 
disgrace, while her “brat” is wander- 
ing as such a child will, in the vil- 
lage. The chapter describing this 
event, and how:the orphan girl took 
the news of her death is literature 
of the highest class, no matter what 
one may think of the claim for its 
source. 

But the reader wil! not be disap- 
pointed when he goes farther into 
this story of the life of an unfortu- 
nate, lovable character. Other crea- 
tions, such as the harsh Miss Pa- 
tricic, with the samplereweading “God 
Is Love’ on her wall; her quaint but 
tender-hearted brother Reuben, who 
insisted on takihe the orphaned baby 
in after Sally’s burial; Vicar Gifford 
and his wife; the Willoughbys; De- 
licla Prue and Peter Goff, and espe- 
cially the boy Rudy Strong——all these 
stand out clear and contrasted as 
only life contrasts individuals. We 
get to know them all. 

And, after all the narrow-minded 
prejudices and the suffering they 
caused, Hope Trueblood is vindicat- 
ed. It had all been a sad mistake. 
Rudy, too, who with Hope appeared 
to be the victim of circumstances 
that nothing could mend, was 
cleared. A paragraph near the end 
of the story gives the reader a hint 
at Patience Worth’s purpose in writ- 
ing it. Here it is: 

“There had been no cause for 
Rudy to hide. The truth had opened 
the gates. There was no man but 
that loved him, and no woman but 
that looked to him with regard, Ev- 
ery crooked thing had been straight- 
ened.

“INSIGHT.” 

HIS is the title of a book said 
to have been edited by Mrs. 
Emma C. Cushman, a daugh- 

ter of Wayman Crow, one of the 
founders of Washington Univérsity. 
“Edited” possibly means that Mrs. 
Cushman was the channel through 
which the remarkable teachings 
“purporting to come from a very 
iofty spiritual influence,” which are 
embodied in the book, were received. 
The full title of the book is “Insight: 
A Record of Psychic Experiences.” 
It is a series of questions and an- 
swers “dealing with the world of 
facts, the world of ideals, and the 
world of realities beyond death.” 
Its title page bears the quotation: 


So from the world of Spirit there descends 
A bridge of light connecting it with this. 


Unlike most books of spiritual 
communications, the intelligences; 
giving these teachings did not dis- 
close their identity, preferring to be 
known by such pen names as Insight, 
Endurance, Discernment, Tranquil- 
lity, ete. The messages were re- 
ceived by a small group of persons 
belonging to the same family, *‘under 
conditions more or less clearly indi- 
cated in the writings themselves.” 

Living for many years in Rome, it 
is not surprising that Mrs. Cush- 
mman’s book may be described as ex- 
rositions of spiritual Christianity. 
“Insight;’ gave hints ‘that he had 
lived on earth in the fifteenth cen- 


tury and was a poor monk, but is 
now in the heavenly spheres. 

According to these communica- 
tions, we shall dwell in houses in the 
future life and conditions will be as 
bere, glorified. However, as Swe- 
denbcerg taught, space, as we under- 
stand it, does not exist there. Prox- 
imity will follow on desire. There 
are various heavens into which we 
may rise. 

One teaching in this book has not 
been seen by the reviewer in former 
works purporting to come through 
inspiration.’ That is, that the energy 
of the sun is produced by powerful 
spirits or angels who are within 
its sphere, they in turn deriving their 
force from the Creator. It will be 
remembered that Swedenborg 
ascribed the energy of the visible sun 
tc the presence in it of God himself. 
The idea of the sun being inhabited 
is not novel. Several years ago this 
reviewer wrote the following poem, 
which appeared in the Sunday Post-

FRANK HARRIS’ OSCAR WILDE. 
N his introduction to “Oscar 
| Wilde: His Life and Confes- 
sions,” Frank Harris frankly 
admits that he has published .this 
work against the advice of many of 
his friends. A goodlv number, pos- 
sibly a majority, of his readers un- 
doubtedly will hold the same conclu- 
sion on finishing the two volumes. 
Yet, no one can justly question Mr. 
Harris’ motives; his error lies in hav- 
ing allowed the enthusiasm of friend- 
ship to run away with his judgment. 
He sought to do the memory of Wilde 
a great kindness by lauding his lit- 
erary gifts, his poetic genius, his per- 
sonal charms, his brilliancy in con- 
versation—Wilde was noted as the 
greatest talkcr in London society long 
before he had reached the age of 30 
—whereas the greatest kindness 
anyone can do Oscar Wilde’s memory 
now is to refrain from disturbing the 
mantle of forgetfulness that fast is 
enveloping his tempestuous career. 
One may talk of Wilde’s poetry, 
quote it, praise it and rejoice in it 
without giving a thought to his per- 
sonal viciousness, and that is the way 
the world has grown to treat Wilde’s 
works. It was letting the dead past 
bury its dead. But now comes Frank 
Harris, his friend, and tells the whole 
rotten story all over again. Harris 
does not pretend to believe in the in- 
nocence of his hero; indeed, he 
quotes him as admitting his guilt. His 
argument is that Wilde was unjustly 
treated because he was a man of 
letters and a genius and that the 


courts and the world should have 
condoned his viciousness. 

Mr. Harris is. preaching from a 
vain text. His book will do neither 
himself. Wilde’s memory nor the 
world any good. His undoubted -in- 
timate knowledge of his subject 
through years of personal acquain- 
tance and editorial association 
equipped him, perhaps, better than 
any other living man, to tell the story 
of Wilde’s social and literary tri- 
umphs but, since the good could not 
be recounted without including the 
bad, it would have been much better 
if he had not revived the old scan- 
dal at all. The best thing in the 
work is Harris’ own story of how he 
proudly stood by Wilde when the 
crash came; how he helped him and 
defended him when all but a few 
scorned him. Friendship like this 
is always appealing. There is includ- 
ed also a chapter by Bernard Shaw, 
giving ‘“‘Memories of Oscar Wilde.” 
Shaw calls Harris’ book “the best 
life of Oscar Wilde.” Perhaps, none 
will dispute this, but that does not 
alter the fact that no “‘life’’ whatever 
should have been written of Wilde.

HOOPING cough is an infectious disease and is claiming almost 

as great a toll in human lives as more formidable contagions. 

Its ravages during April. resulted in the serious. illness of 825 persons, 
40 of\whom died, while last week alone 237 cases were reported, out of 


The cough is just as much a disease as scarlet fever or diphtheria, 
but because of his familiarity with it the average layman is only too 
frequently apt to be indifferent towards it.

for the health officers to control and prevent the spread of whooping 


immediately and the infected child 


or adult isolated and given the vaccine, which we adminjster free, its 
spread would be effectually cut off. 


O NE of the peculiar features of the disease is the absence of any 
characteristc symptom in its early ‘stages. ‘Frequently an in- 
fected child will cough for from ten days to two weeks before the only 
known symptom, the “whoop,” appears. In the meanwhile the disease 
has become deep-rooted and contagious and often has infected others. 
Whooping cough, like all other contagions, has no particular sea- 
son, but is more prevalent in winter because we then live closer to- 
gether and are more in immediate contact with each other in heated 


and poorly ventilated rooms. 


With the coming of warmer. weather and 


the consequent opening of windows and increased activity out of doors 
the danger from it will be materially decreased. 
My advice to parents is to consider with suspicion any persistent 


cough a child may have. Consult a 
have the vaccine administered. 


doctor at once and, as a precaution, 


In the event the child is infected it 


should at once be isolated from others and given plenty of fresh air. 
This latter is very important, because the lack of fresh air enables the 


disease to become deep-seated. 


HOOPING cough usually lasts for a period of six weeks and often 
proves fatal in cases where the sufferer is very young or very 


old. Thus, whenever the disease is 


prevalent, it is always safe to keep 


children from congregating together, even in the open air. 

Once the layman realizes the seriousness of. whooping cough and 
the need of using every precaution both-in the care of infected per- 
sons and preventing its spread, we will not have such serious problems 


to contend with as confront us now.

HE lack of a fireless cooker is no 
reason why you cannot have 
cooked cereal for breakfast. If you 
soak hominy, oatmeal or cornmeal 
over night it will require only one- 
half the length of time to cook. A 
good way is to cook the cereal the 
day before and re-heat it in the 
morning. 


Did you ever bake rhubard instead 
of stewing it? It is a change and 
very delicious. Cut the rhubarb into 
small pieces and pour boiling water 
over it. Allow it to stand five min- 
utes, then pour off the water. Sprin- 
gle with sugar and flour and very 
little water. Bake until done.
